Sgoriow 1. That so much land as is contained in the north
half of section twenty-nine (29), township one hundred and
nineteen (119), north of range thirtytwo (83) west, and Bounisies
being in the county of Meeker, containing three hundred and
twenty (820) acres, be and the seame is hereby crested &
town corporate by the name of Acton, and shall have and
enjoy ali the powers, privileges and responsibilities usually
eqh?:d by munisipal corporations.
